667 WANT my five dollars back,” the 
letter said. ‘The money was not 
meant for you. I thought I was getting 
a corresponding course in chiropractics.” 
With the exception of this discourage- 
ment, the membership of the A. L. A. 
has gone steadily forward. 

There are now 10,151 members in the 
A. L.A. On December 31, 1926, there 
were 8,848 members. New York leads 
in membership, having a total of 1424. 
Illinois is next, with a total of 768.

with a total of 150 new members. New

York takes second place here, with a 
total of 127 members. California with 
84 comes from fifth place in total mem- 
bership to third in new membership, and 
Michigan with 83 new members, and 
Ohio with 74 are fourth and fifth in 
the list. 

The announcement of the proposed 
publication of a list of school librarians, 
in connection with the Education Com- 
mittee’s book on school library work, 
brought in to A. L. A. Headquarters a 
flood of interesting correspondence from 
all over the United States and Canada, 
as well as 430 new memberships. 

Considering these new memberships 
of school librarians geographically, 
again the same five states lead, but in 
different order—New York, California, 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio. There are now 
1271 school librarians who are members. 

The San Antonio Public Library re- 
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ported a 100% membership of the staff. 
Close on the heels of this announcement 
came a letter from the school librarians 
of the same city, enclosing membership 
dues for every school librarian in San 
Antonio. El Paso, Texas, also boasts 
100% membership of the library staff. 

Some other libraries which report 
100% staff membership are Birming- 
ham, Alabama; Wasco County Library, 
The Dalles, Oregon; Pomona College 
Library, Claremont, California. The 
Toronto Public Library has 100% staff 
membership and 100% trustee member- 
ship. The Chicago Public Library is 
approaching the goal of 100% mem- 
bership. 

There have been five new life mem- 
bers since the first of the year. 

The Board of Trustees, Highland 
Park Public Library, Highland Park, 
Illinois, has voted the Library Board a 
contributing member of the Associa- 
tion at $25.00 a year. 

John J. O’Brien, president of H. M. 
Byllesby and Company, of Chicago, has 
joined the A.L.A. as a sustaining 
member. 

W. R. Callender, a trustee of the 
Providence Public Library, Providence, 
Rhode Island, recently became a life 
member of the Association. There has 
been a 20% increase in membership of 
trustees during the year.

Approximately twenty-five librarians 
attended the second annual meeting of 
the American Association for Adult 
Education at Cleveland on May 16-18. 

The high point of the meeting for 
librarians was an address by Professor 
Edward L. Thorndike of Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, on the abil- 
ity of adults to learn—an address of 
great significance to librarians who are 
concerned with adult education. 

Arrangements were completed in 
Cleveland for two round table discus- 
sions on the library and adult education 
at Toronto, on Wednesday, June 22. At 
the morning discussion W. O. Carson, 
Rev. Dr. D. M. Solandt of the United 
Church of Canada; Morse A. Cart- 
wright, Executive Director of the Amer- 
ican Association for Adult Education, 
and Mrs. Virginia Bacon will speak. 
The afternoon session will be devoted 
to informal discussion. Pauline J. Fihe, 
Dr. W. W. Charters, Jessie Reed and 
Annie P. Dingman are expected to be 
present to lead the discussions. 


Dr. George H. Locke, president of the 
American Library Association, is to re- 
ceive the honorary degree of LL.D. 
from the University of Toronto during 
the first week in June. 


THE SUBJECT INDEX TO 
PERIODICALS 
In 1915 the British Library Associa- 
tion began to publish annually the Sub- 
ject Index to Periodicals, which has 
proved to be an indispensable reference 
work, as it indexes about 600 important 
periodicals (English, American and 


foreign). For unavoidable reasons the 
work became in arrear, the last volume 
published being for the year 1922. Every 
effort is being made to bring the work 
up to date very speedily; the 1926 vol- 
ume (price £3:10:0) will be published 
during the summer, and the volumes for 
1923-25 will be issued as soon as pos- 
sible thereafter. Copies of the pros- 
pectus and specimen page may be ob- 
tained from the Hon. Secretary, Library 
Association, Public Library, Bucking- 
ham Palace Road, London, S.W.1. 


READING WITH A PURPOSE 

Owing to unexpected delays in the 
receipt of manuscripts, no Reading with 
a Purpose courses were published during 
March and April. However, manu- 
scripts have now come in in sufficient 
numbers to make it probable that the 
regular monthly publication schedule can 
be maintained in the future. The appre- 
ciation of sculpture by Lorado Taft ap- 
peared the last of May. The French 
Revolution as told in fiction by William 
Stearns Davis and The stars by Harlow 
Shapley will be out in June. Probably 
two courses will also be published in 
July, thus assuring the twelve courses 
for the year. 

Authors for three new courses have 
been secured. Claude G. Bowers, well- 
known for his recent book Jefferson and 
Hamilton, is preparing a course on 
Founders of the republic; Paul Scott 
Mowrer, Paris correspondent for the 
Chicago Daily News, one on Interna- 
tional relations, and William Lyon 
Phelps, one on Twentieth century Amer- 
ican fiction. 

The May first report from the sales 
department shows that 284,368 copies 
have been sold since the publication of 
the first course just two years ago.

DELEGATES STAYING AT 

UNIVERSITY RESIDENCES 
Directions for reaching the residences 
from the depot will be sent to delegates 
with their room cards, but provision 
has been made at Toronto which will 
relieve all prospective delegates of anx- 
iety about reaching their residences. 
Transfer buses will meet all trains on 
Sunday, June 19 and on Monday, 
June 20. A fare of 25 cents will be 
charged each passenger from the boat 
or train to the respective residences. A 
local librarian whose identity will be dis- 
closed by a badge, will accompany each 
bus load to give directions for reaching 
each residence and to answer any ques- 
tions which may be asked. No baggage 
except hand bags or over-night bags 
may be taken on the buses. All other 
luggage if plainly labeled with the own- 
er’s name and the name of the residence 
to which owner is going will be de- 
livered free of charge by the local 
Transportation Committee who will 
guarantee its safe and prompt delivery 
—if plainly labeled. Trucks for this 

purpose will accompany every bus. 


Delegates arriving by train or boat 
are requested to send time of expected 
arrival to Margaret Ray, Public Library 
of Toronto, who will arrange a train 
schedule for the benefit of the Bus Com- 
pany and the Transportation Committee. 
If each library would make out a train 
schedule for the members of the staff 
who are coming to Toronto it would 
simplify matters exceedingly. Sunday 
arrivals are particularly requested not 
to forget sending in time of arrival to 
Miss Ray. Delegates arriving by motor 
are advised to go direct to Headquar- 
ters—the Library of the University of 
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Toronto, Queen’s Park—and if any 
doubt arises as to the location of the 
residence to which he or she has been 
assigned, the Local Information Desk, 
which adjoins the Registration Desk, 
will direct them. Delegates arriving by 
motor on Sunday are requested to go 
direct to the Public Library, College 
and St. George Streets—St. George 
Street entrance—where an Enquiry Of- 
fice will be open all day to direct dele- 
gates to their residences and answer any 
other questions. 

Please don’t forget to state time of 
expected arrival or to label your luggage 
or you will be out of luck.

The Honorable the Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue (Customs Division) of 
Canada has kindly notified the customs 
officials at the chief ports of entry that 
every facility be afforded the delegates to 
the A. L. A. in the matter of passing 
of their baggage and effects. 

Therefore it may make such passing 
easier if delegates will mention to the 
officials that they are librarians.

Toronto University Library. 
REGISTRATION 


Registration will begin at 9 o'clock 
Monday morning. All persons attend- 
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ing the conference are urged to register 
at A. L. A. conference headquarters im- 
mediately upon arrival. The registra- 
tion desk will be on the main floor of 
the Women’s Reading Room of the Uni- 
versity Library. Programs, badges, at- 
tendance registers, etc., will be given to 
each person upon registering. 

For all members of the Association 
attending any regular conference, except 
those members who have paid an intia- 
tion fee in the current year, there shall 
be a registration fee of one dollar. (By- 
laws, Sec. I, paragraph a). 

The time required for standing in line 
to register will be shortened if everyone 
will provide himself with correct change: 
one dollar for registration and any mem- 
bership fee that may be due. An assist- 
ant will be present to distribute member- 
ship blanks for non-members, so that 
these may be filled in beforehand, thus 
shortening further the routine at the 
desk.

The free periods on the schedule have 
been arranged by the Program Commit- 
tees with a view to giving an opportunity 
for private conferences and freedom for 
recreation. Officers of the various groups 
are urged not to announce special meet- 
ings for these free periods. 
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EXHIBITS 

All exhibits, professional and commer- 
cial, are in the University Library. The 
Men’s Reading Room and the Women’s 
Reading Room on the main floor and 
the Reserve Book Room on the ground 
floor, have been transformed into attrac- 
tive show places. The Publicity Com- 
mittee, Catalog Section and Religious 
Book Round Table have prepared pro- 
fessional displays. The commercial ex- 
hibits include a new book charging de- 
vice, an unusually fine display of books 
by Bruce Rogers and other expert typ- 
ographers, and an exhibition of French- 
Canadian books. Some of the books are 
on hand-made papers, most of them in 
limited editions. The Association of 
Canadian Bookmen has an attractive ex- 
hibit. 

The Committee on Reprints and Inex- 
pensive Editions is planning an exhibit, 
“What One Dollar Will Buy.” 


SPECIAL ARRANGEMENTS 

Special entertainment will be provided 
for delegates arriving in Toronto on 
Sunday, if they will notify Margaret 
Ray, Public Library of Toronto. Dele- 
gates who are staying at the University 
residences must notify Miss Ray if they 
intend to arrive before Monday, June 
20th, or if they wish to stay on later 
than Saturday noon, June 25th. There 
will be no exceptions to this rule. 

Special entertainment will be provided 
for delegates who stay later than Satur- 
day noon, if they will notify the Local 
Committee by the middle of the week. 

A shopping committee has been ap- 
pointed. The members will give advice 
on the best places to shop in Toronto for 
various kinds of merchandise, and will 
give directions for getting to the shops 
recommended.

Have each piece of your baggage 
plainly labeled so that it may be deliv- 
ered to you with the least loss of time. 
If you have your “location” in Toronto, 
mark this on your label. 

From all directions there is a splendid 
service to Toronto via the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway and Canadian National. 

From all parts of Canada through 
trains run into Toronto, arriving at most 
convenient hours. From the United 
States there is through service from 
many of the important cities. 

The American cities which have 
through sleeping car service to Toronto 
are CuIcaco, from which there are solid 


trains every day; from New York, from 
Boston, from PittsBpurGH, from Puit- 
ADELPHIA and from CLEVELAND. 
There are representatives of the Can- 
adian Pacific and Canadian National 
Railways in most of the cities of the 
U.S.A. Consult them, and if you are 
still in doubt on any point in connection 
with your journey write to Margaret 
Ray, of the Public Library of Toronto. 


TRAVELING TO TORONTO 
BY MOTOR CAR 

Many delegates from the United 
States are planning to travel by motor 
car to the Convention of the American 
Library Association, to be held in the 
City of Toronto, June 20-26. To these, 
a few suggestions are offered in the hope 
that they may be helpful. 

As to clearing the Customs at the bor- 
der: Be sure to bring with you the per- 
mit card issued to you with your 1927 
automobile license plates by the state 
licensing authorities. You will be asked 
by the Customs Officials to show this 
card as a means of identification. The 
formalities to be observed at the Inter- 
national Border are few and will take 
only a short time. 

For a period of one month a motorist 
who is a resident of the United States 
may bring his car into Canada for tour- 
ing purposes only and return to the 
United States either by the port of entry 
or by any other port, without having to 
file a bond with the Canadian Customs 
Officials. All that is required is that he 
fill out at the Customs Office on the bor- 
der on entering Canada, a form in which 
particulars are given respecting his car. 
This form is made out in duplicate, a 
copy being retained by the Customs 
Officer, and one by the motorist, which 
is to be surrendered to the Customs Offi- 
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cer at the port of exit on leaving Canada. 


Your automobile license is recognized 
by the Province of Ontario and you will 
not be required to take out any addi- 
tional license or pay any extra fee for a 
stay of less than a month’s duration. 

The more important traffic laws of 
the Province are similar to those in 
effect in the neighboring states. Any 
experienced motorist using good judg- 
ment and driving with proper care will 
find himself quite at home on our high- 
ways. 

Ontario’s highways will now bear 
comparison with those of New York 
State or any state in the United States. 
More than one hundred million dollars 
have been expended on their improve- 
ment during the last few years. If you 
are tempted to “speed” by the level sur- 
faces you will find everywhere, it is just 
as well to know that there is a speed 
limit of thirty-five miles an hour in the 
country and twenty miles an hour in the 
cities, towns, and villages. This speed 
limit is fairly enforced by motorcycle 
constables patrolling the main highways. 

If you are driving to Toronto from 
the Eastern States, you will probably 
find it most convenient to cross into Can- 
ada by a port of entry on the St. Law- 
rence River. From Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
ferries leave every hour for Prescott, 
Ont. From Prescott to Toronto is a dis- 
tance of 225 miles by road through 
Brockville, Gananoque, Kingston, Belle- 
ville, Cobourg, and Oshawa—a good 
road all the way. There are also auto- 
mobile ferries on the St. Lawrence from 
Morristown to Brockville, Clayton to 
Gananoque, and Cape Vincent to Kings- 
ton. 


If your port of entry is on the Niagara 
Frontier, you may cross by ferry from 


Buffalo to Bridgeburg or by the bridges 
at Niagara Falls and Lewiston. From 
these points there are splendid paved 
highways through beautiful country all 
the way to Toronto, a distance of 94 
miles by road from Niagara Falls by way 
of St. Catharines, Grimsby, and Hamil- 
ton. You may, if you wish, place your 
car on the boat at Lewiston and cross 
the Lake to Toronto, or you may cross 
with your car on the boat from Roches- 
ter to Toronto. Approaching Toronto 
from the west, you may enter at Wind- 
sor by ferry from Detroit. From Wind- 
sor it is 234 miles to Toronto, good 
roads all the way through Chatham, 
London, Woodstock, Brantford, and 
Hamilton. You may also cross the bor- 
der by ferry from Port Huron to Sarnia 
and drive to Toronto over 185 miles of 
excellent pavement through London, 
Woodstock, Brantford and Hamilton. 


If you are coming to Toronto from 
the north and west, you may enter Can- 
ada at Sault Ste. Marie by ferry-boat 
and drive a distance of 510 miles over 
the Great Northern Highway through 
Blind River, Sudbury, North Bay, 
Huntsville, Bracebridge, Gravenhurst, 
Orillia and Barrie. 


To any delegate in the United States 
who makes the request, an Ontario Road 
Guide will be sent free of charge. This 
guide, published by the Ontario Motor 
League, Toronto, is designed especially 
for the information of those planning 
automobile trips to the far-famed camp- 
ing, fishing, and summer resort districts 
of the Province of Ontario. Every 
motor tourist visiting this Province 
should plan to spend at least a few days 
in the enjoyment of the scenic beauties 
of its myriad rivers, lakes and woods. 


Delegates who are motoring to To- 
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ronto are advised, when they have 
crossed into Canada to look up the On- 
tario Motor League Headquarters in the 
towns through which they are passing, 
to obtain detailed information about 
roads and directions. 


There is excellent garage accommoda- 
tion in Toronto. There are two garages 
within two blocks of A.L.A. Head- 
quarters. General Information desk 
will furnish the names and addresses of 
suitable garages, convenient to Head- 
quarters, to all enquirers. The General 
Information desk will be situated in the 
University Library, adjoining the Regis- 
tration Desk. 


ACCOMMODATION 

There is accommodation still available 
for a few men in the University resi- 
dence. Accommodation for women in 
the University residences has all been 
taken. If delegates are unable to secure 
suitable accommodation at the hotels 
mentioned in the previous Bulletins they 
are requested to write to Margaret Ray, 
Toronto Public Library, who will pass 
on their enquiries to other reliable 
hotels, and these hotels will communi- 
cate by wire with enquirers. 


In addition to the King Edward, the 
Prince George, the Queen’s and the 
Carlsrite, the Local Committee specifi- 
cally recommend the “Iverholme,” 74 St. 
George Street. This is an attractive pri- 
vate hotel within three minutes’ walk of 
the A. L. A. Headquarters. It operates 
on the American plan only. Rates $4-5 
per day per person for single and double 
rooms with running water. $5-6 per 
day per person for single and double 
rooms with bath. Garage accommoda- 
tion. Accommodation provided for 100 
persons.

Please note that all American cheques 
and all drafts drawn on American banks 
are subject to discount in Canada. Even 
drafts which pass through the New 
York Clearing House are not exempt. 
Drafts drawn on Toronto banks are not 
subject to discount. All American cur- 
rency is accepted at par in Canada. 


PARIS LIBRARY SCHOOL 

One of the agencies through which the 
A.L.A. works is the Paris Library 
School. It was begun as a summer 
school by the American Committee for 
Devastated France, to train French 
young men and women for work in the 
libraries established by that Committee. 
It was planned for a dozen students: 
more than 100 men and women applied, 
and 50 were admitted. 

The School was so cordially received 
that the Committee asked the A. L. A. 
to continue it for two years, with winter 
and summer terms, and provided the 
necessary funds. For the third year 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr. gave 
$37,500 with the understanding that the 
A.L.A. would secure from other 
sources the same amount for each of the 
two following years, thus completing a 
five-year demonstration. 

It is becoming an international library 
school, based upon American practice. 
Applications have been received from 21 
countries. This year the 30 students 
come from nine different countries. Sev- 
enteen nationalities have been repre- 
sented in the classes during three years. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s grant will be ex- 
hausted in July 1927. It is hoped that 
some man or woman, or some small 
group of men and women, will be glad 
to provide funds to carry on for two 
years more this interesting experiment 
in international cooperation.

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LIBRARY EXTENSION 

Julia Wright Merrill, executive as- 
sistant in Library Extension, has just 
returned to Headquarters after spend- 
ing six weeks in the field. 

From Headquarters she went directly 
to New Mexico where officers of the 
New Mexico Library Association acted 
as advance agents and schedule makers 
and Miss Merrill carried out their plans 
during ten days of intensive field work, 
the latter part of April. Talks were 
given at district meetings of the Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, at university 
assemblies, even at moving picture 
houses. Smaller conferences were held. 
Libraries were visited. Plans for future 
work were formulated at a meeting of 
the library association. The itinerary 
covered Roswell, Gallup, Albuquerque, 
Santa Fé, and Las Cruces. Word has 
come from the secretary of the associa- 
tion that students in journalism are fol- 
lowing up with publicity and that the 
officers are going ahead with the organ- 
ization of a Library Council, represent- 
ing all organizations and parts of the 
state, to work for the establishment of 
a state library extension agency and for 
development of county libraries. 

Crossing into Arizona Miss Merrill 
stopped at Flagstaff, Phoenix, and 
Tempe, seeing librarians, and working 
up interest in the meeting of the new 
state library association at Tucson, May 
6, during university week. The attend- 
ance of about thirty encouraged every- 
one. A talk on county library publicity 
was followed by strong endorsements 
of the plan from county school super- 
intendents and others present. The 
association decided to organize a state- 
wide campaign during the interim year 
and reintroduce a county library bill at 
the next session. 


California county libraries were too 
near to be passed by. Visits were made 
to the Los Angeles, Kern, Fresno, 
Alameda, Contra Costa, Sacramento 
and Marin systems, with delightful trips 
to branches. City libraries in Los An- 
geles, Pasadena, Oakland, Berkeley, 
were tucked in between, and the state 
library visited. Talks were made before 
a number of library groups. 

The last week of May was spent at 
the National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers at Oakland, where library ex- 
tension problems were talked over with 
representatives of many states as well 
as with national officers, committee 
chairmen, and field agents. (The ap- 
pointment of the A. L. A. representa- 
tive as Bureau Specialist in Library 
Extension in the National Congress 
makes close cooperation possible.) 
County library material was added to 
the exhibit on children’s reading pre- 
pared by Mary Barmby of the Alameda 
County Library, and national extension 
publications distributed. 


M. Maire, one of the lecturers at the 
Paris Library School, has a large collec- 
tion of works on Pascal which he is anx- 
ious to sell. A written catalog of the 
collection may be obtained from Head- 
quarters. 


The A. L. A., together with the other 
library interests of Chicago, had a booth 
at the Woman’s World’s Fair, May 19- 
27. Hundreds visited the exhibit and 
took away with them a large amount of 
free literature. 

On the afternoon of May 27, Sarah 
C. N. Bogle spoke on women in library 
work.

Friday, September 23d—Manchester 
to York. Attend formal Opening of 
York City Library (one of the last to 
be aided by a Carnegie Grant) : Recep- 
tion by the Lord Mayor. 

All the foregoing journeys will be by 
motor-coach, and baggage should be as 
light as possible. 

The party will proceed from York to 
Glasgow by train in the late afternoon 
of the 23d. On the morning of Satur- 
day, September 24th, opportunity will 
be given for a visit to the Mitchell 
Library, followed by a short tour in 
and around Glasgow. The tour will end

What are the usual methods of ap- 
pointment of board members? 

“The boards of trustees of municipal 
libraries, except where special provisions 
are made by law or by charter, are 
usually chosen in one of three ways: the 
members may be appointed, either by 
the mayor or other chief executive of 
the city or town, by the city council, or 
by other bodies or officials who may be 
designated by law; they may be chosen 
by vote of the people at a general or 
special election; or, as indicated above, 
the board may be a self-perpetuating 


body. The laws of seven states (Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Maine, Mississippi, 
New Mexico, Texas, and Wyoming) 
contain no provision for the appointment 
of a board in municipal libraries. Among 
the remaining states, an appointive board 
is provided for in thirty-two; a self- 
perpetuating board in one; a_ board 
elected by the people in four (Delaware, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and 
Vermont); and in four (California, 
Connecticut, Illinois, and Washington) 
election is provided for some municipali- 
ties and appointment for others.”—A 
survey of libraries in the United States. 


The latest word from Toronto is that 
there are 1569 persons registered for the 
conference. This figure does not include 
the 155 persons from Toronto who are 
expecting to attend.
